The  Great  lee  Sheet. 

'  Id  the  beat  of  summer  uothing  is  more 
refreahiug  thau  a  geLerous  quantity  of 
ice.  Audit  may  be  refreshing  to  the 
mind,  at  leant,  to  contemplate,  iu  these 
sultry  summer  days,  tbe  great  sheet  of 
ice  that  once  enveloped  all  tbe  northern 
part  of  oiir  continent,  end  of  tbe  globe 
as  well. 

A1  1  have  ^seen  tbe  immense  boul¬ 
ders,  called  “lost  rock"  in  some  sections, 
stuttered  over  tbe  northern  part  of  the 
United  States,  which  have  little  or  no 
resemblance  to  any  mass  of  rock  in  place 
anywhere  in  their  vicinity,  aud  have 
perhaps  asked  the  question  :  Where  did 
they  Tome  from  ?  also  the  heaps  of  sand, 
gravel  and  cobble  stones  of  various  sizes, 
which  form  many  of  our  ridges,  knolls, 
and  hills,  aod  which  are  totally  unlike 
the  fixed  roek  near  them.  Borne  of 
tlnae  have  course  aud  fine  pebbles 
promiscuously  mixed  together,  and  oth¬ 
ers  show  bed  stratification  in  which  the 
coarse  and  fine  seem  to  be  sorted  and  ar¬ 
ranged  by  themselves.  Some,  too,  have 
doubtless  seen  the  parallel  scratches  on 
tbe  surface  of  rocks,  and  noticed,  ns  the 
Indjans  did  before  them,  thut  they  all 
have  one  direction,  and  that  is  usuully 
north  and  south.  Now  all  these  phe- 
uonieua  are  attributed  to  a  single  cause, 
and  that  is  th$  great  sheet  of  ice  which 
Nature  stored  up  ages  ago  wit  hout  ne- 


After  the  disappearance ,  of  the  ice 
sheet,  there  were  locti  glaciers  which 
conformed  to  the  larger  valleys,  like 
those  now'  in  the  Alps.  They  carried 
down  boulders  torn  from  the  rocks  along 
their  sides,  and  deposited  them,  with  oth¬ 
er  debris,  as  terminal  anil  lateral  moraines, 
which  oft*- 1)  dammed  up  rivers  nnd  form¬ 
ed  many  of  the  lakes  which  now  beauti¬ 
fy  our  landscapes.  Other  lakea  were 
formed  in  tbe  solid  rock,  by  the  [gouging 
action  of  the  boulders  frozen  into  the  ice. 
At  perhaps  about  the  aejne  time  was 
again  an  upheaval  or  elevation  of  the  land 
or,  more  strictly,  successions  of  eleva¬ 
tions.

Mormon  Worship.

The  transported  bouldera,  of  all  -aize-i 
down  to  pebbles  and  evuu  fine  aand,  and 
the  scratches  upon  the  rocks,  are  clear 
inuicutions  of  a  movement  on  a  very 
large  scale.  And  if  one  takes  the  trou¬ 
ble  to  search  for  the  place  whence  these, 
erratic  boulders  came,  lie  will  invariably 
find  thut  it  is  north  of  the  position  iu 
which  they  now  rest,  and  varying  in  dis¬ 
tance  from  a  few  miles  to  several  hnti- 
hundreds.  It  will  very  frequently  be 
found  I  hat  these  masses  of  stone  oould 
not  have  reached  their  present  resting 
place  without  crossing  intervening  moun¬ 
tains,  valleys,  lakes,  and  sometimes  pari s 
of  the  ocean.  They  are  often  perched 
iu  very  singular  and  almost  inaccessible 
places.  There  is  a  very  large  one  on  the 
.sammit  of  West  Rock,  New  Haven,  un¬ 
der  which  the  regicides  are  said  to  have 
taken  refuge  after  the  restoration.  Some 
are  so  nicely  poised  in  their  position 
that  they  can  be  easily  rocked  by  a  child, 
though  they  weigh  teus  of  tuus.  One  of 
the  most  noted  of  these  erratic  blocks  is 
called  Pierre  a  Bot,  of  flue  granije,  which 
now  rests  on  the  Juru,  800  feet  above 
Lake  Neufchatel,  near  the  curly  home 
of  Professor  Agassiz.  This  lias  a  solid 
content  of  40,000  cubic  feet,  nnd  was 
trausported  from  Mount  Blauo  ucruss 
Swilzerlaud,  a  distance  of  sixty  or  sev¬ 
enty  miles.  Through  the  influence  of 
their  world-renowned  fellow  townsmen, 
the  city  authorities  of  Neufchatel  have 
constructed  a  promenade  to  it. 

To  expluio  the  transportation  of  these 
wanderers  from  tlieir  homes,  various 
theories  have  been  advanced,  as  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  doods,  or  of  powerful  mud  cur¬ 
rents,  gas  explosions  of  great  violence, 
hurling  rocks  iu  all  directions,  and  drift¬ 
ing  ice,  Carrying  boulders  ou  its  mass 
and  depositiug  them  wherever  the  ice 
melted.  But  these  and  many  others  fail 
to  satisfy  the  observed  conditions,  an  l 
utterly  fall  to  the  ground  in  presence  of 
the  facts.  To  our  lamented  Agassiz  be¬ 
longs  the  credit  of  first  atlaibuting  the 
cause  of  all  our  drift  phenomena  to  gla¬ 
cial  action.  But  he  was  not  the  first  to 
observe  that  boulders  were  curried  long 
distances  by  laild  ice. 

Accordiug  to  Agassiz,  the  sheet  of  ice 
extended  in  this  country  as  far  south  as 
South  Carolina  or  Alabama,  and  was 
thick  enough  to  cover  all  the  mountains 
of  the  eastern  part  of*  North  America 
with  the  exception  of  Mount  Washington. 
This  peak  projected,  a  lone  seDtiuel  on 
that  vast  waste  of  ice  two- or  three  hun¬ 
dred  feet.  In  tbe  latitnde  of  northern 
Massachusetts,  he  conceives  the  ice  to 
have  been  between  two  aud  three  miles 
thick ;  and  it  held  its  direct  southerly 
course  in  spite  of  the  mountains  and 
ridges  over  which  it  moved,  as  is  indicat¬ 
ed  by  tbe  direction  of  the  parallel  grooves 
it  made,  and  the  train  of  boulders  which 
it  left.  The  boulders  were  all  torn  off, 
by  the  advancing  ice  sheet,  from  the 
projecting  rocks  over  which  it  moved, 
and  carried  and  'pnsued  as  “bottom 
drift"  scratching  and  plowing  the  sur¬ 
face  over  which  they  passed,  and  being 
scratched  and  polished  themselves  in  re¬ 
turn,  till  they  were  finally  brought  to 
rest  by  the  melting  of  the  ice.  They 
were  not  carried  as  far  6outh  as  the  ice 
sheet  extended,  seldom  beyond  the  pa¬ 
rallel  of  40°  N.  The  native  copper  of 
Lake  Superior  was  drifted  four  or  five 
hundred  miles  soath  ;  and  the  padding 
stones  of  Roxbary,  Mass.,  were  carried 
as  far  south  as.  the  Island  of  Peniksse. 

Tbe  tongh,  elastic,  compact  clay,  call¬ 
ed  in  this  country  "hard  pan"  and  in 
Scotland  “till,"  ia  described  as  the  old¬ 
est  deposit  of  ice  agency.  It  was  form¬ 
ed  under  the  great  ice  sheet  as  it  ground 
along  on  the  earth’s  surface.  This  was 
often  plowed  and  forced  forward  in  a 
confused  mass,  was  thickest  in  the  valleys 
and  on  the  lee  aide  of  crags  and  other  ob¬ 
structions,  {and  thins  oat  toward  tbe 
mountain  tops,  where  it  appears  only  in 
piotected  places.

The  great  fins  were  twisted  out  of  all 
shape,  and  it  was  not  easy  to  tell  without 
exi^niustion  which  end  was  the  head  and 
which  the  tail.  There  were  several  small 
gashes  on  the  body  but  no  harpoon 
marks  Gr  any  wound*  likely  to  have  caus¬ 
ed  the  monster’s  death.  That  it  had 
been  dead  several  day*  was  unpleasantly 
evident,  and  the  theories  relating  tp  the 
injuries  from  which  it  had  died  ranged 
from  old  age  to  a  stroke  from  the  screw 
of  a  steamer. 

As  ROon  as  Mr.  Wainrigbt  of  tbe  Sea 
Side  House  heard  of  the  marine  proper¬ 
ty  that  bis  employee’s  vigilance  bad  se¬ 
cured  for  him,  he  drove  to  th*  place 
where  it  lay,  about  three  miles  from  the 
bathing  bouses,  with  the  enterprising 
purpose  of  providing  fin  interesting  ob¬ 
ject  fok*  his  guest*  to  examine,  by  having 
leviathan  towed  aronnd  into  the  still  wa¬ 
ter  and  beached  before  the  Sea  Side 
House.  He  was.  astounded  at  its  collos- 
sal  proportions,  ahd  more  so  when  he 
found,  on  measurement,  that  it  was  eigh¬ 
ty  feet  long  and  forty-fivo  feet  in  cireum- 
ferenae.  It  was  impossible  to  get  it  off 
the  beach,  and  moreover,  Mr.  Wain- 
wright  was  obliged  to  admit  that  it  was 
not  exactly  in  a  fit  condition  to  place  be¬ 
fore  his  bouse  as  an  object  for  inspec¬ 
tion.  He  contented-bimself,  therefore, 
with  cutting  off  one  of  its  fins,  which  he 
found  to  be  eight  feel  long,  and  remov¬ 
ing  a  few  o?  the  sninllrr  bones.  Such  a 
carcass  ought  to  yield  a  rich  harvest  of 
the  most  vidnabb*  kind  of  oil,  and  with 
tbe  whalebones,  xh  on Id  be  worth  from 
8400  to  8500.  Mr.  Wain wright  propos¬

They  have  but  one  servios  a 
week  in  the  tabernacle,  and  that  is  on 
Sunday  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.  The  Sunday 
school*  and  other  Church  services  are 
held  iu  the  ward  churches — twenty-one 
in  ail.  The  sermon  this  morning  wit* 
given  by  Elder  Taylor,  one  of  the  twelve 
Apostles  of  the  Church.  It  lasted  one 
hour  and  twenty  ininater.,  and  yet  I  did 
not  see  a  nodding  head  iu  the  audience  ! 
The  service  is  similar  to  ours,  or  about 
l  he  same.  It  is  opened  by  a  hymn,  then 
a  prayer  is  made  by  one  of  the  Elders, 
then  a  hymn,  then  the  sermon.  .  The 
sermou  is  an  extemporized  lecture  ; 
no  text  is  taken,  although  tbe  Bible  (a 
lurge  copy)  rasts  upon  the  desk.  The 
minister  neither  read  from  the  Bible  nor 
the  Book  of  Mormon.  During  the  ser¬ 
mon,  or  at  the  commenc^pent  of  the 
sermon,  eight  Deacons  prepare  the 
bread — that  is,  breuk  it  and  put  it  into 
the  silvar  baskets;  wiien  it  is  rfady  the 
minister  pauses  a  moment,  and  oue  of 
the  Elders  descends  from  his  seat  and 
blesses  it.  After  the  bread  has  been  tak¬ 
en  aronnd,  whiob  requires  some  time, 

the  silver  pitchers  into  large  silver  traps. 

When  that  is  ready  there  ia  another 
pause  in  the  sermon,  another  Elder 
comes  down  and  blesses  the  water,  and 
that  is  served.  The  ceremony  occupies 
m  arly  all  of  the  time  the  sermon  is  going 
yn.  There  «re  two  barrels  of  water  from 
which  the  Deacons  replenish  their  pitch- 
ers  from  lime  to  time.  The  communicants 
seem  to  tuke  u  good  drink  of  water,  in- 
steud  of  a  sip  only  ;  indeed,  ^I*  saw  no 
one  take  less  than  several  swallows.  That 
accounts  for  the  necessity  of  two.barrels. 
Oh,  bat  such  a  congregation  of  hard 
countenances  !  They  are  a  hard  working 
people,  browned  by  exposure  to 
tbe  air,  and  dressed  in  doilies  and  bon¬ 
nets  that  they  brought  with  them  when 
they  came  out  as  pioneers  "

Safety  far  Ottta  Bathers. 

The  N.  Y.  Times  soggests  tbe  follow¬ 
ing  as  a  precaution  againot  the  danger* 
of  surf  bathing  :\ 

Every  summer  a  number  of  persons 
are  drowned  in  tbe  surf  at  oar  sea-aid* 
resorts.  Usually  they  die  in  couple*, 
aod  sometimes  bj  threes.  A  bather  ven¬ 
ture*  out  too  far  and  is  nnable  to  return. 
Another  co*s  to  hw'aid,  and  perhaps  ■ 
third  gore  to  llelp  the  second.  The  un¬ 
dertow  seizes  them,  rfld  Ui«  horrified 
spectator*  on  the  beach  •**  them  sink 
without  being  able  lo  afford  them  the 
slightest  help.  The  detail*  of  tbe  acci¬ 
dent  are  doty  published,  and  thereupon 
th*  newspaper*  ar*  filled  with  augge*: 
tioDsas  to  tbe  beet  way  ‘to  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  like  disaster*. 

In  attempting  to  profi  le  safeguards 
for  bather*  it  seems  to  hive  been  forgot- 
teu  that  it  is  not  th*  parson*  who  do  not 
know  how  to  swim,  who  are  mast  fre¬ 
quently  drowned.  The  bather  who  is  ig¬ 
norant  of  swimming  holds  on  to  the  guard 
rope,  or  keep*  where  he  can  maintain 
hi*  foothold  in  the  aand-  Tbe  expert 
swimmer  venture*  out  beyond  the  break¬ 
ers,  and  finds  himself  unable  to  return 
because  of  the  strong  current  setting 
s way  from  the  beach.  It  might  almost 
be  said  that  only  persons  who  cannot 
switn  ought  'to  enter  the  anrf.  Life- 
preservers  of  all  varieties  when  worn  by 
swimmer*  will  naturally  have  the  efTi-ct 
of  encouraging  them  to  swim  *Ull  further 
from  shore,  and  will  not  in  the  ireat 
help  tlu-m  to  irturn.  What  is  really 
needed  is  a  rop*  anchored  and  buoyed  at 
each  end,  and  stretched  parallel  with  the 
I  ►end)  s  few  yards  beyond  the  breakers. 
This  rope  would  effbld  a  rest  to  exhaust 
ed  swimmers,  and  if  a  row  boat  were  to 
act  aj  a  patrol  just  beyond  it,  the  means 
of  safety  Would  l*e  all  that  oould  be  de¬ 
sired.  It  might,  p-Thnpv  be  Well  to 
have  A  policeman,  with  litsclub,  station 
ed  in  till  bow  of  the  Ixat,  with  peremp¬ 
tory  orders  to  knock  any  idiot. on  the 
heap  who  might  try  to  swim  mit  beyond 
the  rope.  The  humiliation  of  being 
publicly  picked  up  would,  however,  be 
sufficient  in  most  cases  to  deter  men 
from  voluntarily  swimming  beyond  the 
established  limits.  Nothing  oould  bee* 
aier  than  to  thus  fence  in  tbe  anrf  with 
ropes;  and,  were  this  done,  there  wonld  be
